He was 
a lieutenant, senior grade, at the 
time of his discharge. 

At California, Rosso ‘was run- 
ning guard on the 1937 Rose 
Bewl team and played with Up- 
land‘s famous All-American 
Johnny Meek, who was a senior 
at that time. At that time Coach 
Rosso was recognized for his ef- 
fective blocking and was _ rated 
ene of the best students at Cali- 
fornia in many years. He gradu- 
ated from Berkeley in 1939. 

Athleiic Director Shirk, in dis- 
closing the appointment of Ros- 
so to head the Panther squad, 
had said that his acceptance 
rounds out the program of bring- 
ing the athletic spirit back to 
Chaffey.

Once that 
is done, Miss Hinds and the new 
school nurse will cooperatively 
cover the entire city. 

The sanitation inspector has 
also arrived and will be on duty 
in Upland Mondays, Wednesdays 
and Fridays. 








Railway Express May 
Be Asked to Give 
Better Service 


That the Railway Express serv- 
ice in Upland is unsatisfactory 
and that its discontinuance of 
the agency at the Pacific Electric 
staticn came too soon was the 
report presented to the Upland 
chamber of commerce directors 
last night. 

The directors voted to name a 
committee to study the situation 
and to perhaps ask the company 
to establish a full-time branch 
agency in Upland. 

George Whitney, who resides 
on San Antonio avenue at Six- 
teenth street, recited a recent 
experience. Since he resides out- 
side the delivery zone he was re- 
quired to go to the Ontario office 
of the express company for a 
package, which previously would 
have been available at the Pacific 
Electric station, he said. 

He was told, Mr. Whitney re- 
ported to the chamber board, that 
the express company has an ap- 
plication before the railway com- 
mission to enable it to deliver to 
all points within the Upland city 
limits. 

“Tt seems to me,” he said, “that 
the company acted too soon in 
discontinuing the P.E. agency. It 
could have waited until the en- 
larged delivery service was avail- 
able. The Santa Fe agency is not 
permitted’ to hold any parcels. It 


merely receives them.”

is no other source for more water, 
it was announced. 

For more than four years, a 
committee, has been preparing 
data on the water situation. In 
the near future this committee, 
which now includes Mr. Reynolds 
and Major H. P. Hasbrouck, will 
report its findings to members of 
the adviscry board of flood con- 
trol zone No, 1. 

CONCLUSION GIVEN 

“Our conculsion,” Mr. Reynolds 
said, “is that if a man keeps 
on writing checks, eventually his 
bank account will get low—es- 
pecially if he makes no deposits.” 
He likened this illustration to 
the local water situation. 

While the fiood control and 
water conservation projects in re- 
cent years have been highly valu- 
able in preventing waste of wa- 
ter, the fact remains the Chino 
basin supply is steadily decreas- 
ing.

There are two important ad- 

ditions to the library’s collection 
of Rivers of America series. The 
volumes are concerned with the 
fascinating stories which sur- 
round the mystery and majesty 
of great water arteries which 
thread their way over the sur- 
face of the United States. 

Constance Lindsay Skinner first 
planned the series, and under the 
able editorship of Harvey . Allen, 
they have taken their place 
among the important books of 
Americana.
